CYPRUS REPORTING REQUIREMENT, AND EXTENDING DOES 35 MILLION 
IN GRANT MILITARY AID TO GREECE IN 1979. VOICE VOTE WAS 
TAKEN ON BINGHAM AMENDMENT WITH CHAIRMAN ZABLOCKI AND MOST 
MEMBERS OE COMMITTEE VOTING IN EAVOR. 

2. IN BRIEE DEBATE BEEORE VOTE TAKEN, ADMINISTRATION PRO- 
GRAM WAS STRONGLY SUPPORTED BY FINDLEY, LAGOMARSINO, 
HAMILTON AND SOLARZ. BUCHANAN MADE STRONG STATEMENT ABOUT 
HIS RESERVATIONS ABOUT PROPOSAL REPEALING TURKISH EMBARGO, 
BUT SAID HE HAD CONCLUDED THAT SUCH ACTION WAS IN U.S. 

NATIONAL INTEREST. HOWEVER, BUCHANAN SAID HE WAS ALSO 
DEEPLY CONCERNED BY CONTINUATION OE TURKISH MILITARY 
PRESENCE ON CYPRUS AS WELL AS HUMAN PROBLEMS OE CYPRUS, 

AND EXPRESSED STRONG WARNING THAT TURKISH SIDE MUST NOW 
MOVE ON CYPRUS OR HE WOULD QUICKLY RECONSIDER HIS POSITION. 
BROOMEIELD MADE SIMILAR COMMENT, NOTING THAT EORMER 
PRESIDENT LORD AND FORMER SECRETARY KISSINGER HAD EXPRESSED 
SUPPORT FOR ADMINISTRATION'S PROGRAM. BROOMFIELD ALSO 
EXPRESSED STRONG HOPE THAT PROPOSED ACTION WOULD LEAD 
TO EARLY CYPRUS PROGRESS. ROSENTHAL, ERASER AND DERWINSKI 
SPOKE AGAINST PROPOSALS.

ARE FULLY PROTECTED. 

(2) ALL DEFENSE ARTICLES FURNISHED TO COUNTRIES IN THE 
REGION WILL BE USED ONLY IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE REQUIRE- 
MENTS OF THE FOREIGN ASSISTANCE ACT OF 1961, THE ARMS 
EXPORT CONTROL ACT, AND THE AGREEMENTS UNDER WHICH THOSE 
DEFENSE ARTICLES WERE FURNISHED. 

(3) DEFENSE ARTICLES MAY BE FURNISHED TO COUNTRIES IN THE 
REGION ONLY WHEN THE PRESIDENT DETERMINES THAT IT IS CON- 
SISTENT WITH THE UNITED STATES OBJECTIVE OF A PEACEFUL 
SETTLEMENT AMONG ALL PARTIES TO THE CONFLICT. THEREFORE, 

IN REQUESTING SECURITY ASSISTANCE FOR GREECE OR TURKEY, 

THE PRESIDENT SHALL TRANSMIT TO THE SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES AND THE CHAIRMAN OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
FOREIGN RELATIONS OF THE SENATE A CERTIFICATION THAT SUCH
